Rich  Rolapp  rang  up  3,208 
votes  to  top  Will  Whittle  with 
2,815  by  the  margin  of  393  votes. 

Bob  Webb  (3,119)  beat  Kent 
Charlie  Brown  (2,814)  for  the 
social  vice  president’s  post. 

DAVE  BARBER  (3,687)  came 
one  vote  short  of  scoring  an  even 
500  ballots  over  Ronald  M.  Pet- 
erson (2,188)  to  secure  the  stu- 
dent relations  vice  presidency. 

Phyllis  Nelson  (3,296)  topped 
Jim  Tryon  (2,581)  to  win  the  of- 
fice and  white  sweater  of  the  cul- 
ture vice  president. 

Bob  Parsons,  a write-in  can- 
didate in  the  primaries,  worked 
up  enough  steam  to  take  the  fi- 
nance veep’s  office  away  from 
Douglas  Wm.  Morrison  to  the 
score  of  2,991  to  2,534. 

GRADUATE  officers  are  Don 
Manthei  (311)  for  president  ov- 
er Near  de  Gaston  (254) ; Rita 
Wilson  (472)  was  uncontested  for 
vice  president.  Walter  Mehr,  sole 
write-in  candidate  for  secretary 
who  accumulated  more  than  the 
required  15  votes,  won  by  a land- 
slide of  21.  With  only  two  sena- 
tors running,  neither  was  elim- 
inated. Dan  Jorgenson  got  345 
votes,  Jackson  Pemberton  took 
120. 

In  the  senior  class  it  was  R.  J. 
Dailey  (803)  over  John  Hardy 
(671)  for  president,  Judy  White 
(803)  topping  Dale  C.  Hilton 
(636)  for  the  vice  presidency,  Ar- 
lene Pieper  (1,295)  unopposed 
for  secretary,  and  senators  Jim 
Ririe  (915),  Bob  Lee  (803),  R. 
Jon  Ord  (795)  and  Don  Jarvis 
(788)  over  defeated  candidates 
Mary  Kay  Rogers  (617),  Eileen 
Grix  (512),  Glen  A.  Dolberg 
(473),  and  Robert  J.  Drake  (452). 

HEAD  OF  THE  junidT  class  is 
Don  Pearson  (933)  over  Tony 
Seymour  (674).  He  will  be  as- 
sisted by  vice  president  Rosanne 
Tueller  (857)  who  beat  Merril 
Bryan  (741)  and  secretary  Julie 
Vei’non  (856)  who  topped  Rolaine 
Henderson  (710).  Senators  are 
Reed  W.  Ogden  (1,100),  Jerry 
Mason  (973),  Lynft  Hodge  (875) 


and  Ward  Bullock  (787)  winning 
out  over  Tom  McClure  (749), 
Larry  Keeler  (644),  and  E.  Roy 
Reid  (572). 

Sophomore  president  is  Day 
Boyack  (1,193)  over  Stewart 
Grow  (955).  Dallas  W.  Jones 
(1,147)  won  over  Helen  Gardner 
(923)  to  become  the  sole  male 
class  vice  president^  Susie  Ward 
(1,350)  took  Nickie  Hancock 
(774)  to  become  secretary.  Sen- 
ators are  Ken  McHenry  (1,441), 
Mike  Pritchett  (1,255),  Mayre 
Rasmussen  (1,188)  and  Margie 
Bentlety  (1,073)  over  Lee  Ander- 
son (1,018),  Owen  B.  Zuro  (780), 
and  Duretta  Roderick  (715). 
Wayne  Welsh  had  withdrawn  but 
his  name  was  on  the  ballot  by 
mistake.  He  received  476  votes. 

THE  ELECTIONS  for  sopho- 
more offices  were  announced  as 
final  by  Elections  Chairman  Bev 
McKnight,  but  'they  will  not  be 
declared  valid  until  the  outcome 
of  the  trial  being  brought  again- 
st the  elections  committee  by  N. 
King  Solomon  will  be  known 
next  week. 

An  additional  19  per  cent  of 
voters  cast  ballots  on  the  second 
day  of  final  voting  which,  added 
to  the  substantial  30  per  cent  of 
the  first  day,  brought  student 
participation  in  the  final  election 
to  49  per  cent. 

The  highest  participating  class 
was  next  year’s  juniors  keeping 
the  lead  they  have  held  in  pri- 
maries and  finals.  They  had  1,659 
voting,  61.4  per  cent. 

THE  SENIORS  who  issued  the 
challenge  rallied  from  the  first 
day  where  they  trailed  the  soph- 
omores to  come  up  with  58  per 
cent. 

The  sophomores  lost  second 
place  to  make  third  with  a re- 
spectable 54.9  per  cent. 

Still  in  the  rear  where  they  have 
been  since  the  primaries,  are  the 
graduates  with  19  per  cent  par- 
ticipation from  their  class. 

Elections  Chairman  Bev  Mc- 
Knight confessed  herself  baffled 
at  the  low  second-day  voting.

J.  Gray  Band 
Will  Play  At 
Atlantis  Prom 

-Jerry  Gray  and  his  Band  of  To- 
day will  be  playing  at-  the  Junior 
Prom  dance  April  19  and  20. 

APPEARING  in  the  East  Gym 
of  the  George  Albert  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  the  band  will  be  fea- 
tured in  an  ocean  setting  as  a 
part  of  the  prom’s  theme  “At- 
lantis.” 

Mr.  Gray  is  the  composer  of 
“A  String  of  Pears,”  and  “Pen- 
nsylvania 6-500”  among  other 
numbers.  He  is  known  as  one  of 
the  nation’s  top  composers,  ar- 
rangers and  orchestra  leaders. 
Prior  to  World  War  II  he  organ- 
ized his  own  band  and  did  the 
score  for  numbers  like  “Sobbin’ 
Blues,”  and  “Begin  the  Beguine” 
for  Artie  Shaw  and  his  band. 

Later,  working  for  Glenn  Mil- 
ler, he  scored  “Chattanooga  Choo 
Choo,”  “Moonlight  Cocktails,” 
‘Adios”  and  “Elmer’s  Tune.” 

BORN  IN  BOSTON,  he  was  a 
child  prodigy,  an  accomplished 
violinist  at  seven,  and  a profes- 
sional performer  at  12.  Before  he 
was  out  of  his  teens  he  organ- 
ized his  own  dance  band. 

During  his  career  he  has  ar- 
ranged music  and  backed  many 
vocalists.  He  has  toured  with  the 
Nat  King  Cole  and  Judy  Garland 
shows  and  performed  in  hotels, 
theaters,  ballrooms  and  on  radio 
and  television. 

In  addition,  he  has  recorded 
for  several  record  companies  and 
is  currently  preparing  arrange- 
ments for  12  sides  being  recorded 
for  Liberty  records  to  be  releas- 
ed as  an  album  called  “Moods  of 
Gray.”

The  Cougar  track  squad  had 
an  unexpectedly  easy  time  in 
shooting  down  the  Air  Force 
Academy,  108-37,  in  a dual  meet 
on  the  Y Stadium  Field  Satur- 
day. 

COACH  CLARENCE  Robison 
was  rewarded  with  a number  of 
superlative  performances  from 
his  Cougar  cindermen  in  posting 
the  victory  over  the  Falcons. 
Leading  the  parade  of  sparkling 
efforts  by  the  Cougars  was  Bob 
Tobler,  who  ran  the  fastest  440- 
yard  dash  of  his  life.  Tobler 
broke  the  tape  only  :46.5  seconds 
after  the  starting  gun,  which  is 
only  1/10  of  a second  of  the  na- 
tion’s best  time  this  year,  :46.4, 
by  Arizona  State’s  Ulis  Williams. 

Another  sparkling  performance 
was  given  by  little  Danny  Boyle, 
a freshman,  who  won  the  pole 
vault  by  soaring  14-6,  then  just 
missed  on  his  bid  to  top  14-10. 
Ray  Barrus  came  within  a whis- 
ker of  winning  the  mile,,  then 
copped  the  two-mile  run  with  a 
blazing  final  lap. 

Emmett  Smith  put  forth  his 
best  effort  this  season  and  won 
the  broad  jump  with  a leap  of 
24  ft.  Bob  Cowart  made  a fine 


jump  of  6-8  to  win  the  high 
jump.
